The cnuses of and the rinciples 
involved in the nation-w: ‘de revolt 
against tho. dictatorship of 
Chiang Kai-shek, head of the Nan- 
king Government, have been out- 
lined in an interview with Mr. Sun 
Fo, untill.‘ recently Minfdter “of 
Railways and a member ofthe C. 
E. C. in-the Nanking Government 


‘and now a member of the new 


Chinese National Government’ in 
Canton. i 

Mr.’Sun Fo in the course of his 
interview sald: 

“Byer sincé my return from a 
world tour, in the autumn of 1928, 
I have been with the Nanking 
Government and I have been striv- 
ing to achieve pttitical atability 
in order that economic construc- 
tion might be possible. But after 
three years of constant endeavour, 
{ found that under the dictator- 
ship of General Chiang Kal-shek, 
it was hopeless to do anything 
constructive berause the regime 
which he has built-around him. 
aclf is too autocratic and = mili- 
tariatic. The Nanking Govern: 
ment can no longer be considered 
n Kuomintang Government be- 
cnuse, ever since the conclusion of 
the Northern Expedition in the 
end of 1928, it has been deta thing 
itself more: aad more from she 
people. Tne Kuomintang © move- 
ment originally developed, replily 
teenuse it was built upon pubifc 
support and because jt had a-pro- 
gramme which the people respect- 
ed, But since those days, the 
Kuomintang, | a8 represented = by 
Chiang Kai-shek, hus completely 
scrapped that programme and has 
become more renetionary than the 
former militarists whom the K 
mintang started out to de 
After the so-called military 
cation of the country, t Kuomin- 
tang under Chiang Kai-shek has 
lost the sympathy of the people— 
it has, in fact. became the enemy 
of the people. This ts because 
Chiang has strengthened his per- 
sonal power over the Government. 
the army, and the Party, and has 
thus been obliged to pigean-hole 
nll the fundamental principles 
and programme formulated by 
the Kuomintang. 


No Popular’ Government. 


“According to the tenchings of 
Sun Yat-sen, the moment military 
operations cease, the Kuomintansy 
tusk was to organise popular self- 
sovernment institutions In order 
to train the people in the exercise 
of popular rights. This was what 
was meant by the so-cniled period 
of “political tutelage.” In 1928, 
everyone expected that the Kuo- 
mintang. would be able to carry 
out this political programme. 
Blt the peaple have been waiting 
for over three years and still there 
ia not the semblance of popular 
Government in any part of the 
country. Instead, there has been 
nothing: but intensive suppressive 
mensures that have forbidden 
popular, movements, -freo speech 
und assemblage. The system of 
politienl tyranny that has been 
built ‘up by the Nanking Govern- 
ment is far worse than anything 
the old militarists in the North, 
and more than the old, Mandarin 
Government under | the Manchus 
ever attempted, Not only have 
the intellectuals of the country 
drifted away from the Kuomintang 
under. Chiang Kai-shek, but’ the 
merchants and the country people 
have been alienated from it. Per- 
sonally, I have more than once 
heard business men and bankers 
in Shanghai , who. were originally 
staunch supporters of the Nan- 
king Government, declara_ that 
Nanking Is worse than Sun Chunk- 
fang’s old Government and that 
the people in Chekiang’ and 
Kiangsu enjoyed more rights, jus- 
tice and security under this old 
militarist than under Chiang Kai- 
shek. 4

Byery local Gov- 
ernment, cyery Provincial and 
Municipal Government under his 
rule is rotten to the core. 

“As a military man, Chinng’s 
greatest task since 1928 has been 
tho liquidation of the military 
situation; that fs, disarmament, 
that the Government’ might bo 
ablo to . balance ‘its budget, 
Numerous conferences to this end 
were called: the Economic Con+ 
ference in 1928, the Disbandment 
Conference in 1929. But the re 
cord has been nothing but more 
civil war from yenr to year, and 
inatead of reducing it, the army 
has been Increased. Instead of 
Ualancing the budget, the trea- 
sury has gone deeper and deeper 
into debt.

OBITUARY. 


LINK WITH VICTORIAN 
STATESMANSHIP. 


London, July 3. 

The deuth has occurred of Sir 
William Hart Dyke, who was Dis- 
raoli'a chlef whip, and a promin- 
ent sportsman, being one of the 
originntors of Inwn tennis as play- 
ed to-day. 

Sir William, veteran Conserva- 
tive statesman, was born in Kent 
in August, 1837, ns the son of the 
6th Baronet, and was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford. 
He entered the House of Commons 
as M.P. for West Kent as long ago 
as 1865, and after x second term 


as ita member from 1868 to 1885 | 


sat for the Dartford Division, 
From 1868 to 1874 he was a Whip, 
and from 1874 to 1880 Chief Whip 
(Patronage Seeretary to the Trea- 
sury) in the Disracli Government. 
. He was 
freland_in the short-Hved  Salis- 
bury Cabinet of 1885-6. Then 
from 1887 to 1892 he was Vice- 
President of the Council, that: is, 
Minister of Education. Althought 
whe had no_apecial. qualifications 
for the post, his Innate sngucity 
overcame his inexperience and he 
showed judgment in accepting all 
the best suggestions made to him 
by the permanent officials. He 
thus succeeded in producing the 
best educational “Code” so far 
fssued. : 

During 1891 he had charge of the 
Free or Assisted Education Bill, 
which -he helped his leader, W: H. 
Smith, to pilot through.the House 
—a task in which his geniality, 
forebearance. and _ persistency 
Were valunble factors. He retir- 
ed from Parliument in 1906. 

Sir William, who succeeded his 
father in 1876, was. a typical 
squire of the old school, and own- 

about 9,000 acres. He married 
Lady Emily Montague, daughter 
of the 7th. Earl of Sandwich. At 
91 he was still keen and energetic, 
and made a point of taking a two- 
mile walk every evening in addi- 


tion to his activities earlier in the | 


day. On his 91st birthday he re- 
ceived hundreds 
telerrums from all over the world, 
and these were repeated in 1920 
ond again last yoar.—Reuter 
ond I. B.S.

In the early stage of the discase, cx- 
pressea the view that there should 
be a ban placed on such treatment 
of young sufferers, Ho also thinks 
that eauterization of the skin should 
be prohibited in Hongkong, remark- 
ing that thero have been pationts 
who requircd about a fortnight’s 
treatment to cure’ the inflammation 
caused by the cautery. It should be 
explained that cauterization is quite 
n common form of treatment 
amongst the poorer classes of Chi- 
nese for all manner of complaints— 
even for such minor ailments ox 
toothache and boils, or nervous com- 
plainta generally. These poor peo- 
ple are persuaded to believe in tho 
pMfiency of this crude method, whiclr 
often docs far more harm than 
xood. : 
It is to be feiired that far too 
much latitude is permitted to peco- 
ple who set up in business here as 
practitioners according, to Chinese 
methods, We do not desire to con- 
demn all such doctors, for we aro 
quite prepared to believe that some 
of the remedies they prescribe, ke 
simple herbal prescriptions, may be 
extremely beneficial. : Hut there 
can be no doubt whatever that there 
are hundreds of Chinese practition- 
ers in thia Colony who are nothing 


| more nor less than cuucks making 


their living out of a credulous popu- 
luce, According to the local law, 
uny Chinese can ‘practice medicine 
or aurgery, according to purely Chi. 
nese methods, without registration. 
provided he docs not use 2 name or 
title calculated to induce people to 
belleve he is qualified according to 
modern scientific methods. This 
opens the door to very considerable 
abuse, with consequent danger to 
the public. We suggest, therefore. 
that a widening of the range of re- 
gistration is called for, and, indeed 
that ‘the whole auextion of Chinese 
medical treatment be closely inves- 
tivated. 


France and the Deutschlands. 


French genius exerts itself In 
many curious ways. Only a. French- 
man could have hit upon the 
charmingly simple scheme where- 
hy Germany would contribute to 
the checking of _ competition in 
armaments by handing over her 
two finest warships, built under 
the restrictions of the Versuilles 
Treaty, to France. And’ ony a 
Frenchman would have ventured 
the suggestion during @ discussion 
on the type of battleship best 
suited to outclass the ships in 
question. Battleships in minia- 
ture, the moat remarkable fight- 
ing. craft ever produced, the 
Deutschlands may well excite 
French interest, But to ask Ger- 
many to hand them over to France, 
even as reparations in kind, or 
even to save France the trouble of 
building ‘a new 23,000-ton battle- 
ship to mect this potehtial 
“threat,” would be a subject for 
levity were it not quite certain 
that the proposal was advanced in 
all seriousness. 
tality In the matter of armaments, 
as thus exhibited, is a puzzle to 
the world, and offers the biggest 
handicap to limitation. The bug- 
bear Is, of course, her. insistence: 
on Security, which means to Paris 
that France fs entitled to possess 
reater military atrength than all 
neighbours who may attack it. If 
the argument is valid for France, 
it must be valid to other nations. 
France could not protest agalnst 
its arguments if it found them in 
the mouths of other nations. In 
the end, unless the Security, argu- 
ment {s totally dismissed, the 
world must arrive at. this prepos- 
terous proposition: ‘that’ each na-

Chiappe took office in 1927, and 
forthwith began his ‘war on traffic 
tangles. In 12 months he created 
120 one-way streets, ench selected 
with special care in relation to 
uther connecting streets. He 
devised un odd and even syatem 
of parking, cars- being. pulled up. 
on the odd-numbered slde of the 
atrect on certain days and on the 
aven-numbered side on others. 

Whole squads af Parls police- 
men were sent to London to study 
the metheds of London traffic. 
Many of the [deus of London 
traffic experts were brought back 
to Paris and put in use here. 

Chiappe crented special cross- 
ing Janes for pedestrians, and 
ruled that these crossings mus 
be observed, He also relegated 
slow-moving . traffic to certain 
hours--of — the -day, - eliminating 
such vehicles from the peak traffic 
hours. oy 

Then he secured permission to 
increase his police staff by 10,000 
pieked men.

clubs. There is scarcely a com- 
munity of. any size that cannot 
boast of some sort of a club’ or 
organizat'on devoted to flying. In 
practically every town of 6000 or 
more population a group of people 
have banded together to study 
aviation, to learn to fly, to 
promote an: airport, to encourage 
the growth of various nviation 
enterprises. . 

Of the various clubs the 
National - Acronautical Associn- 
tion is the largest. Each local 
branch of this organization must 
have 15 members, each member 
puying dues of $5 o- year. 


Clubs Own Planes. 


There are many private clubs. 
composed of groups of people, ‘all 
interested in flying, in learning 
to fly, or in some phases of aviation. 
Usually they band together, pur- 
chase a plane, hire a youd in- 
structor, and divide the «costs 
Inmong themselves.

Mr, H. J. Armstrong appeared

th. 

Bringing forward 5 reliminary 
point, Mr. Horace Lo sald he under- 
stood that the summons against the- 
defendanta ‘had been © brought 
through a misconception of the legal 

position, He had written explain: 
Tag the position of the defendants, 
which was that they wero in ro- 
lations with the exporting firm in 
Japan and, without remuneration 
and in only a friendly way, were 
looking after these goods and re- 
transporting them to the consignees 
at Canton. 

If those facta were found to be 
true then. there could not be “pos- 
session” and the defendants had no 
case to answer. 

Turning to the legal aspect of 
the case, Mr: Lo said the proof of 
possession was not enough: they 
had also to show that that 7 posses 
sion” must be with tho view to sale. 
trade or manufacture. He had 
shown that the defendants were do- 
ing this business of forwarding the 
scooda without remuneration, They 
were doing this only as a friendly 
act. 

If defendants were guilty, then 
the Shipping Company, the Godown 
Company, and those others con- 
cerned In the handling of the goods 
were also guilty. 

“Gross Fraud.” 
Mr. 


Replying, Armstrong ob- 


Hs served that the infringement con- 


stituted one of tho grossest pieces 
of commercial fraud he had the 
misfortune to see. They could see 
“how far the Japancse had gone and 
made of It the excellent imitation 
it was. Not only were the wrap- 
pings and. trade marks copied but 
the pamphlets inside were also ex~ 
act reproductions. His clients felt 
that too much publicity could not 
be given to this case, whether these 
defendants were technically 
guilty or not. 

Mr. Armstrong said: It.seems 
to me that although the infringe- 
ments may reflect credit on the 
Japanese imitators, the whole thing 


is grossly: dishonest, and if these: 


defendants: escape ona technical 
point, we shall be plensed to obtain 
n certain modicum of publicity. 

Proceeding, Mr. Armstrong con- 
tended-that” the’ onus was~on-the 
defendants to show what the section 
required of them. He disagreed 
with Mr. Horace Lo regarding his 
definition of the rosition of the de 
fendants in the case os analogous 
to the shipping or godown com- 
panies, Mr. Armatrong stating that 
the Jatter were common forwarding 
ragencies,. 

His,Worship adjourned decision 
on the point raised until July 18, 
and in the meantime mnde an order‘ 
for the confiscation of the two cases 
of soap valued at $480, and the de- 
struction of the infringing tnbele.
